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Senior: Contract is unsustainable 



Compensation

After working five 
months under expired 
terms, Cohasset teachers 


finally have a new con- 
tract. It took many hours 
of deliberation and third- 
party mediation to get 
there, but as of Wednes- 
day, Jan. 27th, the School 
Committee and Cohasset 
Teachers Association have 
officially and unanimously 
ratified the memorandum 
of agreement, including a 


side letter of agreement. 

Unfortunately, the 
schools share a budget with 
the rest of the town. With a 
range of other parties and 
needs clamoring for lim- 
ited budget dollars, Town 
Manager Chris Senior has 
issued a statement indicat- 
ing he cannot endorse the 
agreement. 


Senior wrote, “Pursuant 
to Mass State Law, Town 
Managers become the 
6th member of the School 
Committee for purposes of 
labor negotiations.” 

“Over these past six 
months, I have been wit- 
ness firsthand to the hard

Putting new face on police work

C ohasset Police 
Department isn’t 
immune to the 
issues facing communities 
across the nation today, 
like opiate abuse and 
domestic violence, but it 
does seem to be immune 
to the negative stigma that 
has attached itself to police 
in recent months. 

“People have told me 
that they don’t like police 
or don’t feel comfortable 
around us,” admitted Offi- 
cer John Harrington, one

Police Chief William Quigley 


of the department’s three 
most recent recruits. 
“But the relationship we 
have with the community 
means they respect what 
we’re doing, even if they 
don’t like interacting with 
us. And we have to show 
them respect, as well.” 

Maybe that relation- 
ship is the root of the 


department’s success. “In 
a city, you’re dealing with 
thousands of people daily,” 
said Officer Rudy Helbock, 
who was hired at the same 
time as Harrington. “Here, 
you can check up on some- 
one to see how they’re 
doing. And, we all grew 
up in town, so that brings 
comfort to people - to see 


a familiar face in a situa- 
tion of crisis.” 

What it comes down to, 
at least for these officers, 
is trust. For them, policing 
is about partnering with a 
community and all of its 
constituent parts, from 
schools to elders. 

“This era of law 
enforcement is more com- 
munity-based,” said Officer 
Aaron Bates, third of the 
department’s three new- 
comers. “It’s more about 
educating people. I would 
rather have a conversation

A project to raise the 
Jerusalem Road Cause- 
way approximately 2 feet in 
elevation is currently in the 
environmental permitting 
stage, said Brian Joyce, 
Director of Public Works.

Art Center paints plans for Cohasset Cultural District

“Let’s take a tour of the 
Cohasset Cultural District.” 

These words haven’t been 
spoken before by visitors to 
Cohasset, but if the South 
Shore Art Center gets its 
way, the cultural district of 
Cohasset could become one 
of its biggest attractions. 

According to Kristen 
Sherman, who represented 
the Art Center to the Board 
of Selectmen on Tues- 
day, a cultural district can 
attract artists and cultural 
enterprises, contribute to 
business and job develop- 
ment, enhance property 


values, highlight historical 
-buildings, and establish 
Cohasset village as a “tourist 
destination" - even if those 
“tourists” are just residents 
of neighboring towns, come 
to visit for dinner. 

Anita Walker of the Mas- 
sachusetts Cultural Council 
urged the Art Center to 
pursue the designation due 
to its many assets, concen- 
trated around the village 
area. The Art Center and 
nearby studios alone could 
qualify the area as a cultural 
district. 

Sherman and the Art 
Center sat on that for over 
a year, but now they’ve 
launched preliminary 


conversations with organiza- 
tions that would be involved, 
such as the Cohasset Cul- 
tural Council, the Historical 
Society, and the Chamber of 
Commerce. 

And now, the selectmen 
have given the venture their 
blessing, as well. 

A cultural district must 
have a clear geographic 
boundary and be 100 per- 
cent walkable. The proposed 
district would encompass 
the village area, of course, 
including the common, 
Town Hall, and churches, 
as well as businesses along 
South Main Street. 

To the west, it would reach 
as far as the Music Circus, 


library, and senior center 
at Willcutt Commons. To 
the east, it would include 
the vintage Pratt Building, 
which houses the Historical 
Society’s headquarters, as 
well as landmarks between 
the village and harbor. Parts 
of the waterfront could also 
be included. 

“This is something Cohas- 
set is uniquely qualified 
for,” commented Selectman 
Diane Kennedy, adding that 
neighboring Scituate had 
just delineated a cultural 
district. Making this move 
could contribute to similar 
economic growth in Cohas- 
set: a priority issue as the 
town begins to shape a new 


Master Plan to move it into 
the future. 

While there is no grant 
money offered for desig- 
nating an area as a cultural 
district, the board felt that 
having one could help its 
cause when other grant 
opportunities came to the 
table. For instance, it could 
help the town receive cultural 
facilities funds, which could 
contribute to much-needed 
renovations at Town Hall. 

The board authorized 
Sherman and the Art Center 
to prepare and submit the 
cultural district application 
on behalf of the town. Sher- 
man and selectmen agreed 
that the designation, if

nicely with celebrations of 
the town’s upcoming 250th 
anniversary.

Kindergarten lottery is a probable win

The odds of winning 
the Powerball earlier this 
month were one in 292 
million. 

The odds of getting your 
kindergartener into a full- 
day classroom at Osgood 
School next year are sig- 
nificantly better than that, 
even though administrators 
have introduced a lottery 
system in order to limit 
the number of students per 
classroom to 20. 

The lottery was intro- 
duced partly due to 
parental concerns about 
kindergarten class sizes. 
On Jan. 7th, parents turned 
out to the school commit- 
tee meeting in droves, 
saying that 22 five- and 
six-year-olds is too many 
for a single classroom, and 
certainly too many for a 
single teacher. 

“Historically, there have 
been times when we put a 
cap in place,” said Osgood 
School Principal Bob 
LeCount. “It’s been a long 
time since we have, so it 
feels new to people even 
though it’s not. The lot- 
tery sounds scary to some 


people, but it may not even 
come to that.” 

If, and only if, more than 
100 students enroll in the 
full-day program - that’s 
five classrooms’ worth - 
then a lottery will be held 
on April 1st. But officials 
felt that 100 slots should 
be sufficient, based on the 
town’s history and past 
census information. 

Normally, it’s the half- 
day program that fills up, 
with a total of 15 students. 
It’s often over-subscribed 
with as many as 20. This 
year, for the first time, 
it just wasn’t a popular 
option. 

The state requires dis- 
tricts to provide a half-day 
kindergarten program free 
of charge. A full-day pro- 
gram, while popular, is not 
required. In Cohasset, par- 
ents who choose this option 
pay tuition to help support 
the program. 

But those parents felt 
misled, because while 
spring 2015 budget discus- 
sions had allocated funds 
for five full-day teachers 
and one half-day teacher, 
the half-day position was 
later eliminated when 
registration showed little 


interest in the half-day kin- 
dergarten program. 

The projected half-day 
students were absorbed 
into full-day classrooms, 
and suddenly parents 
were paying tuition for a 
class of 20 to 22 students, 
just shy of the 23-student 
maximum recommended 
by the National Associa- 
tion for the Education of 
Young Children. They 
feared that, instead of 
teaching, instructors were 
being forced to play disci- 
plinarian in the classroom. 

Officials explained that 
enrollment numbers were 
in flux through spring 
and summer and didn’t 
settle until the budget had 
already been completed. 
But parents feared that, 
if the numbers could shift 
that drastically over the 
summer, there could be no 
guarantee that their chil- 
dren would not arrive at 
school in September to find 
40 other students in their 
classroom. 

They demanded a guar- 
antee, and the district 
responded. 

Now, as enrollment 
season opens for the 2016- 
17 school year, both parents

and administrators will 
have a much clearer picture 
of what each classroom will 
look like in September. 
There will be five full-day 
kindergarten classes, each 
of them capped off at 20 
students, as well as two 
half-day classes. 

Between full- and half- 
day programs, the school 
will have the capacity to 
serve 130 kindergarten 
students next year. 

“There will be a seat for 
everybody who comes to 
the door,” promised Super- 
intendent Barbara Cataldo. 
“Parents can depend on a 
mechanism like this year 
after year.”

A rguably above all 
other art forms, 
music, and song 
in particular, succeeds at 
understanding and bring- 
ing to life love’s emotional 
landscape, that universally 
felt, sometimes intangible, 
but always powerful part 
of the journey through the 
human experience. It is 
fitting that South Shore 
Conservatory’s voice 
department chose to pres- 
ent t heir faculty concert 
in February, the month 
celebrating the universal- 
ity of love. 

When we decided 
to program a concert 
devoted to this theme, 
the only challenge was in 
fact how effortlessly one 
can select repertoire with 
love as a central idea. As 
a result, selections in this 
concert explore love in its 
many forms. 

French music almost 
unintentionally is featured 
at the forefront of this 
concert, and yet it man- 
ages to avoid cliche images 
of a perfect Parisian 
romance. Bizet’s Habanera 
from Carmen presents 
love’s fiery, dangerous and 
sensual side, while Jacques 
Brel’s Ne me quitte pas, 
a contemporary popular 
French song, is a pleading, 
passionate ballad, begging 
a loved one to stay. 

Poulenc’s Les chemins 
de l’amour, which liltingly 
explores both the wreck- 
age and the beauty of a 
love lost, sounds like a 
catchy cabaret number, 
whose poignancy and 
playfulness produce a 
vague feeling of intrinsic 
familiarity, and Hahn’s A 
Chloris sheds light on a 
hopeful and stately kind of 
love, exploring a regal, yet 
almost painfully promis- 
ing courtship. These two 
beautiful French selections 
are my contribution to this 
concert, and as an ardent 
admirer of the French 
melodie repertoire, these 
two pieces in particular 
speak profoundly to my 
heart. 


But, this is not by any 
means a concert of only 
French love songs. Gor- 
geous from The Apple 
TVee takes on unabashed 
self-love, and Someone 
to Watch Over Me is an 
endearing and innocent 
wish for safety, shelter, 
companionship and 
constancy. Adelaide’s 
Lament from Guys and 
Dolls hysterically plays 
with infatuation as a 
physical ailment, and Love 
Offerings is an English 
translation of an Indian 
poem delving into love’s 
spiritual potential, and 
the power of this emotion 
to be a kind of offering, 
one that breaks down the 
barrier between life and 
death. 

We selected a set of lute 
songs composed by John 
Blow and John Dowland 
to round out the concert 
with beautiful evoca- 
tions of love presented by 
a musical collaboration 
outside the traditional 
voice and piano duo. 

As they listen to pieces 
representing centuries- 
old repertoire, audience 
members will be struck 
by how Relatively little our 
comprehension of love as a 
raw emotion has changed 
throughout histoiy. 

With group and solo 
selections, and Widmung, 
a Liszt/Schumann solo 


piano piece, our Love 
Songs concert tackles 
this fundamental artistic !

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Cohasset played role in finding Britta

i It was a community effort 
in two towns that brought a 
tost dog home. 

[ In mid November, a 3-year- 
ald German shepherd named 
Britta broke through a small 
glass window of a house on 
First Parish Road in the west 
£nd of Scituate and ran off. 
$he was found a month later 
6ver 3 miles away in Cohas- 
set, thanks largely to area 
residents. 

! “She came from a breeder 
fvho couldn’t use her for 
breeding any more and 
didn’t want to keep her,” 
said Ashley Davis, the Sci- 
tuate resident fostering 
Britta. “She had lived her 
life outside and without 
much human contact.” 

Britta had only been with 
Davis for two weeks at the 
time she ran off. 

“When I got home she 
was in my front yard walk- 
ing toward the street,” she 
said. “A few cars honked 
their horns and scared her 
so she began to run.” 

Davis, who is the director 
of animal care at the Scitu- 
ate Animal Shelter, said she 
underestimated Britta’s anx- 
iety about living in a home, 
considering the dog’s history. 

Over the course of a month, 
Britta was seen around Mill 
Lane and Beechwood Street 
in Cohasset. 


“For three weeks I set 
camera traps — cameras 
that go off and take a pic- 
ture when it senses motion 
— with food stations to see 
if I could get a picture of her 
in the area and confirm it 
was her,” Davis said. “Once 
I confirmed it was her, I 
began to feed her regularly 
at a station and after a few 
days of her consistently 
eating from the station, we 
set a large Have A Heart 
trap.” 

Britta began getting used 
to eating out of the trap 
without it being set. 

“We then set the trap 
and set a satellite camera, 
which takes a picture when 
something is in the trap and 
sends it to my phone so I 
know that they are in the 
trap,” Davis said. 

Locating Britta and get- 
ting her home was a huge 
group effort with many 
people to thank, Davis said. 

“Everyone who spread 
the word about her whether 
through fliers, word of 
mouth or Facebook is the 
reason why she is home 
today.” 

The first thing to do if a 
dog runs off is to notify the 
authorities— animal con- 
trol, the police department, 
the local shelter, and the 
dog’s veterinarian’s office, 
Scituate Animal Control 
Officer Kim Stewart said. 
“If time goes on or if you

closely border another town 
you may want to reach out 
to surrounding towns as 
well,” she said. “Be sure to 
alert your neighbors right 
away. It is helpful to get as 
many folks as you can to 
cover as many neighbors as 
possible.” 

A waterproof poster with 
few words and a good pic- 
ture of the dog, as well as 
a phone number and the 
words “Do not chase” is 
always a great tool for find- 
ing missing pets, Stewart 
added. 

“Loose dogs that have lost 
their way encounter many 
dangers, so it’s important 
to act quickly,” she said. 
Davis extended her thanks 


to Stewart, and Mass Miss- 
ing Dogs volunteer Lisa 
Vaillancourt for their hard 
work, and for transporting 
Britta back to Davis. 

She also had kudos for 
Stacy Rotondo and Hing- 
ham Animal Control 
Officer Leslie Badger for 
their encouragement, hard 
work, and “never allowing 
me to even think of giving 
up.” 

The residents of Mill 
Lane and Beechwood Street 
were extremely helpful, 
Davis said. 

“The reason she was 
found was because of the 
help of the community,” 
Davis said. “I would never 
have known she was three 


miles away had people not 
seen the fliers that many 
volunteers helped to put up, 
and called.” 

Davis received over 50 
calls from people who 
thought they had seen 
Britta. 

“Many of the calls were 
about coyote sightings, so 
I had to decipher which 
could be her and follow up 
on them.” 

Stewart praised Davis for 
doing a “phenomenal” job of 
getting the word out about 
Britta. 

“She was able to employ 
a small group of dedicated, 
experienced volunteers who 
did not give up,” Stewart 
said. “Ashley was able to 
pinpoint a location by going 
out and talking to people in 
a neighborhood that had 
continued, confirmed sight- 
ings of Britta. 

“She kept Britta’s loca- 
tion very quiet to avoid too 
many people in the area 
out looking for her, which 
may have spooked her even 
more. And she prepared 
fresh, yummy, smelly feasts 
for Britta to bait the trap 
and keep her coming back. 


Along with her incredible 
team of volunteers, Ashley 
did an excellent job of get- 
ting Britta back.” 

Davis feels it is impor- 
tant people learn from her 
mistake, and allow a dog 
time to decompress before 
leaving them alone. As for 
Britta, Davis said the dog is 
doing so much better now 
that she has acclimated to 
the house and knows it’s a 
safe place. 

“She is super sweet and 
loves to snuggle, but is 
still very shy around new 
people,” she said. 

Britta is currently not 
available for adoption, but 
she eventually will be, Davis 
added. 

“She is still very fear- 
ful and nervous and we’re 
working on her socializa- 
tion skills."

Cohasset scenes featured in Disney film

Featuring nearly 1,000 
visual effects, locally filmed 
"The Finest Hours" will storm 
into theaters Jan. 29. 

Marshfield resident Casey 
Sherman and Mendon/Plym- 
outh writer Michael J. Tougias 
wrote the eponymous nonfic- 
tion book on which the movie 
is based. 

The film focuses on the true 
story of the CG36500 wooden 
lifeboat rescue of 32 men from 
die Pendleton stem in 70-foot 
waves during a noreaster off 
Chatham on Feb. 18, 1952. 

Disney crews spent time 
on the South Shore in 2014 
to help set some of its scenes, 
making stops at Cohasset's 
Pratt Building and Jerusalem 
Road, Marshfield’s Brant Rock 
Hop and Norwell’s The Tin- 
ker’s Son, to name a few. 

Leading up to the release 
of the film, Disney invited 
this reporter to an advance 
screening at the AMC Century 
City 15 in Los Angeles and the 
accompanying junket in West 
Hollywood. 

Participating in Disney’s 
roundtable interviews the 
next day were: Chris Pine 
(Boatswain’s Mate First 
Class Bernie Webber) and 
Ben Foster (Seaman Richard 
Livesey); Casey Affleck (SS 
Pendleton Chief Engineer 
Raymond Sybert), British 
actress Holliday Grainger 
(Miriam Pentinen Webber) 
and Craig Gillespie, the film’s 
Australian-born director. 

Pine appreciated the oppor- 
tunity to film at the actual 
U.S. Coast Guard Station 
Chatham. 

He described the famous 
photo of the CG36500 Gold 
Lifesaving Medal crew— 
Webber, Livesey, Engineman 
Third Class Andy Fitzgerald 
and Seaman Ervin Maske— in 
the station’s mess hall, taken 
shortly after the Pendleton 
rescue. 

‘We got to go to that exact 
place in the cafeteria and got 
to go where Cluff ’s office was,” 
Pine said. 

Actor Eric Bana plays 
Daniel Cluff, the station’6 com- 
manding officer in 1952. 

Grainger, who plays the wife 
of Pine’s character, said she 
enjoyed Chatham and visited 
the Cape in the summer and 
winter. 

“It feels like the epitome 
of the perfect chocolate-box, 
all-American town,” Grainger 
said in her crisp Manchester 
accent 

Then she quipped: “I loved 
it, despite it being absolutely 
freezing.” 

Neither Pine nor Grainger 
could meet the real Webbers 
for the film. This month marks 
seven years since Bernie 
passed away. Miriam passed 
away in May 2011. 

In the movie, Affleck plays 
the de-facto captain of the 
Pendleton stern. Born in 
Falmouth and raised in Cam- 
bridge, he has real-life local 
roots. 

“Having grown up in that 
part of the world, I have a 
steep love for it,” he said. “It’s 
definitely the reason why I go 
out of my way to try to find 
movies that will take me back 
home.” 

Affleck said “The Finest 
Hours” allowed him to see the 
area in a different era. 

To see Cape Cod and Mas- 
sachusetts brought to life in 
1952 was an incredible treat” 

Principal photography for 
the movie commenced, in 
September 2014 and wrapped 
four months later. With the 
first snowstorms to come later 
that winter, film crews created 
tlieir own winter scenes, blow- 
ing artificial snow onto the 
roads and 1950s era vehicles. 

A four-story replica of 
the engine room and star- 
board side of the Pendleton 
were constructed inside a 
warehouse at the Fore River 
Shipyard in Quincy. 

An 800,000-gallon tank 
measuring 80 feet by 110 
feet (with water 3 feet deep, 
Grainger said) portrayed the 
fierce Atlantic during the 
CG36500 crew’s crossing over 
Chatham Bar and the Pend- 
leton crew’s intricate rescue 
from die stem. 

Now docked in Quincy 
again, a certain decommis- 
sioned Navy ship made a

special guest appearance. 
“There’s a scene in die movie 
where it’s starting to flood,” 
Affleck explained. “I’m walk- 
ing in a hallway, and I’m just 
there alone, thinking. That 
was the Salem.” 

Marshfield also makes a 
cameo. The Latest Scoop ice 
cream shop, or. the Brant 
Rock Esplanade, is used as the 
fictional Murray’s Diner, an 
echo of the original Murray’s 
Pharmacy in Wellfleet where 
Bernie met Miriam. 

Other South Shore scenes 
in the film include interiors 
of The Tinker’s Son tavern 
and the Cushing Center in 
Norwell and the Cohasset His- 
torical Society’s Pratt Building 
that played the Cape Cod Bell 
Telephone Company. 

“We were just trying to find 
these authentic (locations) 
of that period. These areas 
worked out great for that,” 
Gillespie said. 

Duxbury is used for exterior 
scenes. 

“Duxbury was when they 
were out on the roads, at die 
fisherman’s home, which was 
brutally cold,” Gillespie said. 

Scituate is represented 
indirectly. Raised there was 
Donald Bangs, Webber’s Coas- 
tie coworker and close friend, 
played by actor Ben Koldyke. 

The public screened “The 


Finest Hours” for die first time 
on Jan. 15. at the Coronado 
Island Film Festival. 

Sherman called it “incred- 
ibly thrilling." 

“I was really proud of the 
job tliat the filmmakers did 
adapting our material to the 
hig screen,” the Marshfield 
author said. 

Sherman said he researched 
the Pendleton while his co- 
author, Tougias, investigated 
the SS Fort Mercer. 

“Marshfield is the first 
image you see onscreen in die 
film," Sherman revealed. To 
have the opportunity to have 
the film based on my book 
shot within walking distance 
of my home was a surreal 
experience.” 

Sherman, a Hyannis native, 
called the film “a valentine, 
really, to all of those coastal 
communities” appearing 
onscreen. The story also helps 
shine a spotlight on die Coast 
Guard, he said. 

“The movie I’m so proud of. 

I hope everybody goes to see 
it,” Sherman said. ‘And I hope 
then they take the opportunity 
to go back and read our book, 
because they’ll learn a lot 
more, about what happened 
that night and well beyond 
die rescue of these men.” 

Last month, Scribner re- 
issued die co-authors’ 2009 
hardcover book in paperback 
($15) to coordinate with Dis- 
ney’s worldwide theatrical 
release. 

Sherman’s true story of 
bringing diis movie to a global 
audience was no easy feat 

After 2 Vi years of unpro- 
ductive toil, Sherman met 
with Dorothy Aufiero, a 
Watertown-based filmmaker, 
regarding possible adaptation 
of his nonfiction book “Bad 
Blood,” a small story based in 
New Hampshire. But she was 
looking for an epic, and he 
handed her a different book: 
“The Finest Hours.” 

“Then another word popped

into my head, right then and 
there. I never thought of it 
before, but I believed it,” Sher- 
man recalled. “I said: ‘Disney 
is going to make this movie 
one day.’ ” 

Aufiero brought the project 
to Los Angeles producer Jim 
Whitaker. 

According to Disney, their 
story treatment and sizzle reel 
of vintage photos and archival 
footage led the studio to green 
light the project that same day.

Race is on 
for Senate seat 


I t’s on. 

The race to fill the 
state Senate seat left 
vacant after long-time law- 
maker Robert Hedlund was 
elected Weymouth mayor 
last November, is taking 
shape. 

In its first formal session 
of the new year, the Senate 
adopted the order last week 
to set the election dates - 
April 12 for the primary 
and May 10 for the spedal 
election. 

The senate vote came 
months after several can- 
didates had already made 
their announcements to nm 
to represent the Plymouth 
and Norfolk district, but 
couldn’t have come sooner 
since Hedlund did not 
submit his resignation 
until Dec 24 — when not 
a creature was stirring on 
Beacon Hill and legislators 
were enjoying their holiday 
break. 

Within hours of the Jan. 

21 Senate vote, Secretary of 
State William Galvin set the 
election calendar giving the 
four candidates planning 
to nm, the direction and 
deadlines to do so. Nomi- 
nation papers, requiring 
300 signatures are due 
back with the district’s local 
registrar of voters March 1. 
The deadline to file with the 
Secretary of State’s office is 
March 8. 

Now that we officially 
have a race, we’re start- 
ing our coverage of this 
important election this 
week with announcements 
introducing the four (so 
far) who have tossed their 
hats into the ring; Hingham 
Selectman Paul Gannon, 
a Democrat; Weymouth 
Town Council President 
and Republican Patrick 
O’Connor; Democrat Joan 
Meschino, a former Hull 
Selectman; and Brian Cook 


of Duxbury, running as an 
Independent 

In the coming weeks 
we’ll also be running a 
“politics'' column, allow- 
ing candidates to make 
position statements and a 
“candidates comer” to list 
their events and campaign 
fundraisers. 

We’ll also be posing 
“questions of the week” 
to the candidates focused 
on issues of import to the 
district; two before the April 
12 primary, and another 
two prior to the special 
election on May 10. This 
will give the candidates an 
opportunity to show what 
they know and where they 
stand on the most pressing 
matters facing the district 
today. 

We won’t be accepting 
letters to the editor from the 
candidates, but constituents 
are welcome to do write 
about issues, provided they 
follow our election policy 
for letters. 

This is an important elec- 
tion for our district, which 
enjoyed seamless, uninter- 
rupted representation by 
the same senator for more 
than two decades. Now it 
will be up to someone new 
to take the reins, to be a 
voice for the South Shore on 
myriad complex and impor- 
tant issues that will impact 
the region for decades to 
come.

■ The Community Preservation Act was signed into 
law 15 years ago and from that point on, some 160 
cities and towns including Cohasset have adopted the 
legislation 

■ CPA funds are generated from two sources, a town 
real estate tax surcharge (in Cohasset 1.5 percent) and 
some level of state match, determined from year-to- 
year. The state funds are derived from a $20 surcharge 
on all documents filed in the Recorder of Deeds Office 
statewide (e.g. mortgages, deeds, homesteads, etc.) 
This year's state match is about 24 percent. 

u Under the Community Preservation Act, 10 percent 
of the monies accumulated in a town's Community 
Preservation Fund must go toward preserving open 
space, another 10 percent toward historic preserva- 
tion, and 10 percent toward community housing. The 
remaining 70 percent can be spent for any of the 
above and recreation. Any money in the fund that is 
not appropriated can be banked for future years. Bor- 
rowing is also allowed with payments for interest and 
principal coming out of the fund. 

■ The Community Preservation Committee reviews 
proposals and recommends appropriating money from 
the Community Preservation Fund on projects sup- 
porting low and moderate income housing, historical 
preservation, and open space acquisition and recre- 
ation. Town Meeting voters have the final say.

fire, the church had to be 
rebuilt, with the final addi- 
tion of rear offices and 
classrooms taking place in 
1.990. Located on Highland 
Avenue, it is part of the 
Cohasset Common Historic 
District. 

The church has taken 
measures to maintain 
the structure, including 
exterior painting, replace- 
ment of rugs, refinishing 
of hardwood floors and 
replacement of tables, all 
within the past two years. 
But according to Phil Lehr, 
chairman of the church’s 
board of trustees, mere 
maintenance is no longer 
enough. The building needs 
restoration work. 

The church is requesting 
a total of $187,100 out of 
the “Historical Preserva- 
tion" pot of the committees 
budget. The budget is 
divided up to ensure that 
open space, housing, and 
historical preservation 
needs are met, so writ- 
ing a check for the church 
wouldn't preclude the com- 
mittee from supporting 
other projects. 

However, it’s still a huge 
check. 

The amount would cover 
work on windows, doors, 


the front porch, and the 
front facade. Mason Cook, 
owner and founder of West- 
mill Preservation Services, 
would oversee the project. 
Cook has restored dozens 
of historic buildings in 
Massachusetts, includ- 
ing Cohasset’s First Parish 
Church and the historical 
museums in the village. 

Cook would use reference 
photos from the Historical 
Society to restore the build- 
ing to its original state. 
Historical glass would be 
carefully maintained and 
restored, not replaced with 
modern glass. Improve- 
ments would be made to 
the structural integrity of 
the wood surrounding the 
windows, as well, in order 
to protect the interior from 
damage due to weather and 
moisture. 

Some, however, feel that 
restoration of the church is 
not an appropriate use of 
the town’s money, fearing it 
treads too close to the line 
between church and state. 

“I’m concerned about the 
religious aspect of this,” said 
committee member Margy 
Charles. “We all know that 
they do everything for 
everybody in town. I have 
no doubt that it’s historic, 
no doubt that it’s in need, 
but I think we need to pass 
it by the powers-that-be 
higher up than us about 


using public funds for a 
private church." 

From the audience, Cohas- 
set resident Howie Altholtz 
referenced the Massachu- 
setts Anti-Aid Amendment, 
which states that “no such 
grant, appropriation or use 
of public money or property 
or loan of public credit shall 
be made or authorized for 
the purpose of founding, 
maintaining or aiding any 
church, religious denomina- 
tion or society.” 

Altholtz noted that, while 
the pursuant clauses of the 
amendment outline excep- 
tions to the restriction, 
“historical preservation” is 
conspicuously absent from 
the list. Furthermore, he 
objected to the application 
of taxpayer dollars to a pri- 
vate project such as this. 

Altholtz isn’t against 
the church. His children, 
friends and neighbors 
are involved with Second 
Congregational, and he, 
like anyone, can see the 
good works coming out of 
this congregation. He just 
doesn’t want to see public 
money getting involved. 

Committee member 
Susan Hoadley responded 
that, across the Com- 
monwealth, Community 
Preservation Act funds 
have been used to restore 
30 locally important archi- 
tectural buildings that also 


happen to be houses of wor- 
ship. Some of these projects 
even involved religious ico- 
nography, such as stained 
glass windows. This project, 
said Hoadley, “is much more 
architecturally neutral." 

“The iconography of this 
building to me is indisput- 
able,” Hoadley added. “The 
integrity of the building 
envelope is in peril; there 
are multiple entrance points 
for weather and moisture, 
and that will accelerate the 
agiijg process if we don't do 
something soon. The time 
to do work on this building 
is yesterday." 

Lehr agreed. While it 
might not look so bad from 
the road, he’s noticed wood 
rot and peeling paint. He 
feared that a heavy snow 
could cause parts of the rail- 
ing or porch to fall off and 
injure someone. 

Altholtz urged Lehr and 
the church to seek alternate 
methods of funding, such as 
reaching out to volunteers 
or running a crowd-sourced 
fundraising campaign at the 
grassroots level, a tactic that 
worked for a Unitarian 
church he recently visited 
in Provincetown. 

“If they go that path, I’ll 
write a check right now,” 
said Altholtz. He also noted 
that some churches that nm 
out of money sell the build- 
ing to the community and 


transform it into a com- 
munity space - for the arts, 
for example. “Then you can 
maintain it forever,” he said. 

Diane Kennedy, liaison to 
the Board of Selectmen, and 
other Preservation Commit- 
tee members were nervous 
about the price tag and 
agreed that funding should 
be sought from additional 


sources rather than placing 
the entire burden on the 
town’s shoulders. 

The committee will dis- 
cuss this issue again at its 
meeting on Feb. 8th at 7:30 
p.m.

Association.” 

“The agreement they 
reached was arrived at 
only after much analysis, 
debate and intensive medi- 
ation sessions. I respect 
each Committee member’s 
laser-like focus on the most 
important constituency 


they serve, the current 
and future students of the 
Cohasset school system, and 
their overall commitment 
to serve this community as 
elected representatives.” 

“A Town Manager’s role 
in the contract approval 
process must by its very 
nature focus on his fidu- 
ciary responsibility as Chief 
Financial Officer of the 
local government, with an 
obligation to work within 
the limited resources avail- 
able to that government. I 
recognize and very much 
appreciate the sincere 
efforts which were made 
to live within the current 
budget.” 

“However, the compensa- 
tion system at the center of 
this agreement - a system 


which Cohasset did not 
create, but in which it 
participates - includes 
a succession of built-in 
raises, stipends, and incen- 
tives which, given the 
limited resources available, 
are financially unsustain- 
able for the Town budget 
as a whole. Therefore, I 
am unable to support this 
agreement.” 

Like most districts, 
Cohasset compensates 
teachers based on a system 
of steps and columns. For 
every year that a teacher 
stays in the district, he or 
she moves up a step for a 
maximum of 15 steps. Each 
step translates to an annual 
3.5 percent raise. Under the 
new contract, this is being 
honored. 


Teachers move through 
the columns by furthering 
their education and profes- 
sional development. The 
district even offers funding 
to help teachers do this. 
Like steps, columns also 
come with a percentage 
raise for every level gained. 
And like steps, columns will 
be honored under the new 
contract. 

What happens after a 
teacher advances to the 
highest step and column 
but is still working in the 
district? That’s part of 
what was under negotia- 
tion. Further details have 
been previously unavailable 
due to the confidentiality of 
negotiations, and were not 
available for review before 
press time. 


The Cohasset Teachers 
Association and School 
Committee declared impasse 
in contract negotiations in 
mid-October. The Depart- 
ment of Labor provided a 
third-party mediator, who 
met with the parties both 
separately and together over 
the next three months. 

Teachers soon ended 
their “work to rule” actions 
when, in November, both 
the teachers association 
and the committee began 
to feel that an agreement 
was imminent. 

“Working to rule” means 
that teachers do not par- 
ticipate in activities beyond 
those specifically outlined in 
their contract. In the early 
part of the school year, this 
impacted after-school help 


hours, supervision of school 
activities like dances, and 
even threatened to put the 
kibosh on the traditional 
Thanksgiving ladies’ Pow- 
derpuff football game. 

In a statement issued on 
Nov. 17th, the School Com- 
mittee said, “Balancing the 
priorities of the town and 
its residents, with children 
and without and in all eco- 
nomic circumstances, is of 
the utmost importance and 
not an easy task. We look 
forward to settling a con- 
tract that is respectful of 
all the stakeholders in the 
process.”

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THE HOUSE AND SENATE: Beacon Hill Roll Call records local senators' 
votes on roll calls from the week of January 18-22. There were no roll calls in 
the House last week. 

The Senate, on a voice vote without a roll call, approved a bill banning the 
use of hand-held cell phones and other mobile devices while driving. The 
measure allows only the use of hands-free phones and devices. First time vi- 
olators would be fined $100, a second time offense is $250 and any Subse- 
quent offense is a $500 fine and would be considered a moving violation for 
insurance purposes. 

Supporters said figures show that distracted driving accounted for 26 per- 
cent of the 30,000 lives lost in motor vehicle accidents in 2013. They said the 
bill will save many lives and prevent many serious injuries. 

Opponents said the ban goes too far and is another example of a nanny 
state. Some said similar laws are often unevenly enforced and dispropor- 
tionately target black men. They argued the fines are too high and would 
hurt working class and poor residents. 

The House has approved a different version of the bill. The Senate version 
now goes to the House for consideration. 

The first five roll calls are on proposed amendments to the bill. 

EXEMPT EMERGENCY PERSONNELS 209.3) 

Senate 33-3, approved an amendment allowing public safety personnel or 
emergency first responders to use a hand-held mobile electronic device 
while driving in the course of their official duty. 

Amendment supporters said these essential first responders should have 
more flexibility because using a hand-held device might help them get more 
information or get to the scene faster. 

Amendment opponents asked why this group should get an exemption 
while individual drivers would not.

RECYCl li PAINT (S 2052) 

Senate 25-11, approved mid sent to tile 1 louse a bill that would create tile 
Massachusetts Paint Stewardship Program, run by paint manufacturers to 
coordinate the collection, recycling, reuse mid environmentally sound dis- 
ixisal of used leftover house paint purchased by consumers. 'Ilie program 
would be funded by adding a fee to paint sold in tile Buy State. 

Supporters said this program would be a great convenience for con- 
sumers, who would be able to responsibly recycle all their latex mid oil-based 


paint. They argued it would create many green jobs and is an environmen- 
tally and fiscally responsible program that will result in more recycling of 
paint while saving millions of dollars in paint disposal costs for cities and 
towns. 

Some opponents said the fee is essentially an unwarranted tax on con- 
sumers, who already pay too much in taxes. Others noted that they support 
the recycling aspect of the bill but without a tax involved. Some said this bill 
would pave the way for the state to develop a similar tax-based system for re- 
cycling an endless number of other items like spray cans, pillows, mattresses 
mid tires.

MUST SHOW ID TO VOTE (S 378) - The Elections Laws Committee held 
a hearing on several bills including one requiring all voters to show identifica- 
tion at their polling places in order to be allowed to vote. Acceptable forms of 
ID would include a Massachusetts state driver's license or photo identification 
card, a United States passport or a Social Security card. 

Supporters said it is illogical that all voters are not required to show identifi- 
cation prior to voting and noted that many other states have laws requiring 
IDs. They argued that people cannot cash a check, rent a car or even enter 
some govenunent buildings without showing an I D. 

Opponents said the amendment would disenfranchise thousands of voters 
including people who do not have a current address because they are in a 
homeless shelter or domestic violence facility. Others said that there have been 
no widespread reports of voter fraud in Massachusetts. 

ALLOW NON-CITIZENS IT) VOTE ( H 596) - The Elections Laws Com- 
mittee’s agenda also included a proposal that would allow cities mid towns to 
permit non-citizens over age 18 to vote in local municipal elections. These 
non-citizens would be eligible only if they certify in writing that they live in the 
city or town mid "intend in good faith to become a U.S. citizen and intend to 
begin that process, if eligible." The law would take effect in a municipality only 
if approved by the local governing body mid by tile voters on a local ballot 
question. 

UNSUBSCRIBE FROM DIRECT MAIL (H 3216) - 'lhe Consumer Pro- 
tection mid Professional Licensure Committee held a hearing on legislation 
dint would allow consumers to opt out of receiving direct mail mid direct door- 
to-door flyers. The measure allows consumers to notify the company to take 
them off’ the list mid fines companies that don't comply up to $1,500. 

Supporters said consumers should have the right to opt out if they are tired 
of receiving junk mail. They noted that junk mail creates mi unwanted solid 
waste management burden for individual households mid for cities mid towns 
mid tiiat it costs money to dispose of piles of unwanted paper mid plastic wrap. 

USED MATTRESSES (H 241) - 'lhe Consumer Protection mid Profession- 
al Licensure Conmiittee’s hearing included a measure requiring tiie labeling of 
miy mattress, box spring, studio couch or futon matteess tiiat has been used by 
a consumer mid returned to the store for resale. Massachusetts allows con- 
sumers to return mattresses after 28 days of use. 'lhe required wording on tile 
label would indicate tiiat the item lias been previously sold, delivered, used 
mid returned mid is being offered for resale.

board. “The vitality of our 
downtown will depend on 
businesses that encourage 
frequency of visit. Yours 
will. But people will travel 
by car; that’s the drawback. 
Free parking has so far 
only existed on a Monopoly 
board and in Cohasset; we 
may have to put in fees and 
other means to encourage 
rotation.” 

The board determined 
that parking was a sepa- 
rate issue and should not 
hold up the applicant’s 
approval. Nor should con- 
cerns regarding dumpster 


location, deliveries, and 
consideration for abutting 
apartments. All of these 
will be important matters 
for the owners to address, 
but the primary reason to 
continue the hearing is so 
that the board has a chance 
to meet the manager. 

This issue will be dis- 
cussed at the selectmen’s 
next meeting on Tuesday, 
Feb. 9th.

with someone and have 
them learn than discipline 
them.” 

Under Police Chief Bill 
Quigley, this mindset is 
mandatory for all new hires. 
“I’m looking for people 
with a guardian mindset 
as opposed to a warrior 
mindset,” said Quigley. 

That said, he’s also careful 
to build people with differ- 
ent personalities and styles 
into his team. Out in the 
community, each officer’s 
demeanor and strengths 
will fill a different need. 
Their differences enable 
them to communicate with 
the wide variety of residents 
in town and reinforce that 
foundation of trust. 

“We can’t just be putting 
stick figures out on the 
street,” said Sergeant Jeff 
Treanor. “We need variety.” 

But trust and respect are 
just the warm, fuzzy sides 
of the job. Even in Cohas- 
set, policing isn’t a warm, 
fuzzy job. 

A recent car chase ended 
three towns over in Quincy, 
and when it was over, the 
driver lashed out at law 
enforcement. Responding 
to a domestic call, Bates, 
the smallest of the three 
new officers, found him- 
self face-to-face with a huge 
biker. Helbock recently 
had to restrain a slight but 
strong young woman going 
through heroin withdrawal. 

“They look young, but 
they’re very well-equipped to 
do the job, and they’re dem- 
onstrating tliat to die veteran 
officers here every day,” said 
Quigley. "Hie training today 
is superior training." 

Bates admitted, “I wasn’t 
expecting to be exposed to 
this variety of calls in such 
a short amount of time.” 
But he said he works well 
with a little extra adrena- 
line in his system. 

“Growing up here, I 
never saw that aspect of 
the town,” Helbock said. “I 
lived here 23 years. I knew 
we’d see it going into this 
line of work, but I didn’t 
realize the scale or how 
much of a problem it was.”

violence are not new 
concerns for police.depart- 
ments. On the other hand, 
Harrington, Helbock and 
Bates are dealing with 
issues that department 
veterans never faced. 

All three of them have 
sorted out internet fraud, 
identity theft, and cyber- 
stalking cases. They got 
their badges in a day and 
age where civilians have a 
cell phone camera pointed 
at police at all times, just 
in case. They received 
active shooter training 
at the academy. Treanor 
remarked that, when he 
got his training, the phrase 
“active shooter” hadn’t 
even been coined. 

Undeniably, the job has 
changed. It’s not what 
Harrington saw his dad, a 
Boston officer, doing while 
he was growing up. It’s even 
changed since a 15-year- 
old Helbock watched his 
older cousin become an 
officer in New York and 
realized he wanted to do 
the same someday. 

But the job has also 
been changed by these 
young men, even just in 
small ways over the brief 
time they’ve spent at the 
department since Sep- 
tember. They are helping 
the department adapt to 
new technologies (and also 
adapting to some old ones 
that have yet to be retired, 
such as a typewriter used 
to complete certain forms). 

More importantly, 
they’re helping the depart- 
ment connect with people 
in their peer group, which 
is not always possible for 
more seasoned officers - 
once again, it comes down 
to the trust factor these 
young men value so much. 

“These three are the 
future of the department,” 
Quigley said brightly - and 
bright indeed is that future 
if it is populated with offi- 
cers like these, in Cohasset 
and beyond. 

“There are always gonna 
be good cops and bad cops,” 
said Harrington. “But 
speaking for our town, we 
only have good cops. They 
do the right thing."

Now, he will be playing in it 
for the last time. 

“It’s kind of surreal,” Moran 
said. “I can remember going 
there for every Beanpot. I 
probably missed one grow- 
ing up. It’s definitely going 
to be a shock when it’s over. 
Just knowing it’s the last one 
is pretty weird I guess.” 

Both of his uncles went on 
to play pro hockey and Mike 
Bavis is currently an assistant 
coach for the Springfield Fal- 
cons (Arizona Coyotes AHL 
affiliate) in Springfield, Mass. 
Bavis’ twin brother, Mark, was 
taken tragically during the 
September 11 attacks. Bavis 
Ice Arena in Rockland is 
named in Mark’s honor. 

Creating his own legacy 
. Moran, who scored his first 
goal of the season last Friday 
against UMaine, already 
helped the Terriers hoist the 
trophy last year as they topped 
Northeastern University, 4-3. 
But he admits going back-to- 
back would not be a bad way 
' to go out. 

; “It would definitely be 
unbelievable,” he said. “It’s 
bur goal headed in.

Those who do not follow 
college hockey might remem- 
ber the elder Donato best for 
his lengthy NHL career which 
included nine seasons with 
the Boston Bruins.

Mul- 
tiple jurisdictions across 
the country have reported 
individuals recording 
fraudulent documents 
and making it appear like 
they own another person's 
home or property. While 
we have been fortunate 
that this problem has not 
revealed itself here in Nor- 
folk County, I want to make 
sure my office is proactively 
and vigorously protect- 
ing consumers," noted 
O'Donnell. 

Any owner of real prop- 
erty in the 28 communities 
comprising Norfolk County 
can sign up for the con- 
sumer notification service 
free of charge by doing the 
following: Go to the regis- 
try's website, norfolkdeeds. 
org, and click on the con- 
sumer notification alerts

initial registration. From 
there, follow the remain- 
ing instructions. 

Once you have signed 
up for the service, each 
subscriber will be able to 
input two names, indi- 
vidual or business, and 
the corresponding city or 
town in Norfolk County 
for monitoring. They can 
monitor their real estate 
for such activities as 
changes in deeds, mort- 
gages, nonmortgage liens, 
homesteads or other land 
documents that might 
be recorded against the 
property. 

If a document is recorded 
against one of the names 
inputted for monitor- 
ing, the subscriber will 
be alerted via email, 


usually within 24 hours. 
The person can check 
the registry's online land 
research records at nor- 
folkresearch.org as an 
option. If a subscriber 
believes a fraudulent land 
record has been recorded 
against their property, 
they should immediately 
contact the Norfolk County 
Registry of Deeds Cus- 
tomer Service Center at 
781-461-6101.

E-CIGARETTES 

What’s the harm?

More Content Now 

E lectronic cigarettes hit the 
IJ.S. market less than 10 
years ago and from a public 
health standpoint, there’s still much 
to learn about these battery-operat- 
ed devices, experts say. A new study 
from Harvard University found that 
the chemical flavorings used in e-cig- 
arettes can lead to severe respirato- 
ry disease. 

The flavoring chemical diacetyl 
was found in more than 75 percent of 
flavored electronic cigarettes and 
refill liquids tested by researchers at 
Harvard T.H. Chan School of Public 
Health. Two other potentially harm- 
ful related compounds were also 
found in many of the tested flavors, 
which included varieties with po- 
tential appeal to young people such 
as Cotton Candy, Fruit Squirts and 
Cupcake, said Joseph Allen, lead au- 
thor of the study and assistant pro- 
fessor of exposure assessment science , 
at Harvard. 

Diacetyl 

Diacetyl, a yellow liquid that smells 
and tastes like butter, is responsible 
for the debilitating respiratory dis- 
ease bronchiolitis obliterans, more 
commonly called “popcorn lung.” 
The danger posed by diacetyl has 
been long known but is not federal- 
ly regulated, Allen said. 

“It’s one of three ingredients that is 
in over 92 percent of e-cigarettes. We 
see it in many flavors and it is struc- 
turally related” to many other fla- 
vorings, Allen said. While workers in 
microwave popcorn manufacturing

plants receive warnings aboutthe risk 
of diacetyl, e-cigarette users do not. 

“Consumers are unaware of the po- 
tential hazard,” Allen said. The Food 
and Drug Administration has deter- 
mined ingredients like diacetyl are 
“generally recognized as safe” to be 
eaten, but the National Institute for 
Occupational Safety and Health says 
they pose different risks when in- 
haled. 

Creating new smokers? 

E-cigarettes are generally regard- 
ed as safer than a conventional to- 
bacco cigarette, and smokers use e- 
cigarettes to manage their depend- 
ence on nicotine, said Vaughan Rees, 


director of Harvard’s Center for 
Global Tobacco Control. 

“Switching completely to an e-cig- 
arette might lower the health risks as- 
sociated with smoking” and be more 
cost-effective, “but continuing to 
both smoke and vape may not reduce 
risks and is not a good alternative to 
quitting completely,” Rees said. 

The biggest concern is that a new 
generation of young people who 
would not consider smoking because 
of the risks involved will see e-ciga- 
rettes as a safer alternative and de- 
velop nicotine dependence. 

“This new generation of vapers 
may be vulnerable to future tobacco 
industry marketing efforts, and it is 
possible that we see many unin- 
tended tobacco users. This would be 
a major setback in the progress we 
have made in reducing tobacco-in- 
duced diseases,” Rees said. 

On the other hand, for current 
smokers e-cigarettes may be a lower- 
risk alternative and may help to re- 
duce the overall harm associated 
with tobacco use. 

“We need product regulations that 
help smokers reduce their health 
risk while preventing the initiation of 
new smokers,” Rees said. 

For now, manufacturers are not re- 
quired to disclose the ingredients in 
e-cigarettes, so there is no way to help 
people identify potentially harmful 
constituents. 

“We hope that the FDA will even- 
tually require manufacturers to clean 
up e-cigarettes by eliminating harm- 
fill constituents as well as require dis- 
closure of other ingredients,” Rees 
said.
